‘Dr. George B. Herndon, chief 
of Fisheries Section, Missouri 
Conservation Commission, is op- 
timistic about the coming season. 
He states, “The number of trout 
to be planted in the state park 
trout management areas during 
the coming season, as in the past, 
will depend upon the fishing pres- 
sure. The crop of fish now at 
the hatcheries is of a quality 
which should satisfy the most par- 
ticular trout angler. Stream im- 
provement is now under way at 
each of the trout parks. These 
improvements will greatly im- 
prove fishing conditions in the 
parks by increasing the angler 
carrying capacity of the trout 
fishing waters. In other words,

The 
spring gushes forth 28,000,000 gal- 
lons' of clear, cold water daily 
and is the headwaters of Roaring 
River. Bennett Spring State 
Park is 12 miles west of Lebanon 
on State Highway 64 in Laclede 
and Dallas counties. This spring, 
flowing 99,500,000 gallons a day, 
is the fifth largest in the state. 
Montauk, in Dent County 21 miles 
southwest of Salem on State High- 
way 119, is the headwaters of 
Current River and flows 40,000,000 
gallons of water each day.

One Man’s Effrontery 


The country has had its first look at Senator 
John Marshall Butler of Maryland. What it 
saw was anything but reassuring. On the basis 
of his initial performance, he belongs right he- 


tween Senators McCarthy of Wisconsin and 


Jenner of Indiana. 

Below-the-belt tactics were used in Maryland 
last year to elect Mr. Butler to the Senate over 
Millard E. Tydings. These tactics included the 
circulation of a fake picture purporting to show 
Mr. Tydings in conversation with Communist 
Earl Browder. The picture was a so-called com- 
posite, which joined entirely different pictures. 

As the constitutionally established “judge 
of the qualifications of its own members,” the 
Senate is now inquiring Into that campaign of 
deceit of which Mr. Butler was beneficiary. 

This is not only the Senate's right. It is the 
Senate’s duty. Yet Mr. Butler chose to break 
up the-first scheduled hearing of the inquiry 
with an unscheduled tirade. 

Broke up the hearing is correct. Before even 
the subcommittee chairman, Senator Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma, could speak, Mr. Butler 
was on his feet bitterly challenging the right 
of the Senate to make the investigation. Then 
he launched a violent attack on former Senator 
Tydings who sat by surprised. When Mr. But- 
ler at last sat down, the chairman consulted 
other subcommittee members and recessed. 

If John Marshall Butler thinks he owns a 
seat in the Senate he is dead wrong. He was 
permitted to take the oath last Jan. 3 only after 
the Senate approved a very carefully worded 
stipulation. This said that he might be seated 

without prejudice either to him (Butler) 

or to the constitutional right or power of 
the Senate to take any action it may subse- 
quently deem proper, pending the outcome 
of the investigation now being made in the 

1950 election in said state (Maryland). 

Yet Mr. Butler has the face to get up at the 
very first session of the investigation and deny 
the right of the Senate to look into the slimy 
stunts pulled off to hoodwink the voters of 
Maryland into marking their ballots for him! 

Whether he was in contempt of the Senate, 
he was flagrantly contemptuous of it in this 
utterly uncalled-for outburst. It is too bad 
that a Thomas J. Walsh of Montana or a James 
A. Reed of Missouri was not on hand to cut 
him down to size. 

Maryland’s Butler should do a little reading 
up on Senate history while the subcommittee 
looks into the facts about the fake picture, 
including his own relationship with its approval 
and distribution. 

We suggest he study the cases of Frank L. 
Smith of Illinois and William S. Vare of Penn- 
sylvania. Both were elected to the Senate in 
1926 vet neither was ever allowed to qualify as 
a Senator. The corrupt tactics used in their be- 
half were too much for a Senate controlled by 
their own party. 

After Mr. Butler finds out about the Senate's 
righteous wrath in the Smith and Vare cases, 
we suggest he turn to the scandal of William 
Lorimer, elected to the Senate through bribery 
in the Illinois Legislature, in 1909. Lorimer was 
seated, 46 to 40, in 1911 after a long fight, but 
the next vear he was booted out. 56 to 28. And 
booted out, be it recalled, in the face of an 
impassioned appeal by the corruptionist himself. 

The role for Mr. Butler is to attend these 
hearings and answer questions when informa- 
tion from him is desired. If he tries to break 
up any more sessions, he should be sharply re- 
buked. He might well have been required to 
stand outside the door and wait, just as Smith 
and Vare were forced to do. 

John Marshall Butler may not know it, but 
he is a Senator now only on sufferance. 
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Plums in the Parks 


Complete reform of the Missouri state park 
system is proposed in identical bills introduced 
in the State Senate and House. These measures 
would end the cursory and sometimes political 
administration of the 23 parks. 

Last month Senator Meredith Garten of 
Pierce City offered a bill to put park super- 
intendents and emploves on a straight salary 
basis. Under the juicy concessionaire system 
superintendents keep 95 cents of every dollar 
taken in at the parks, turning state property 
into a profit operation. : 

But the first bill did not carry the reform 
far enough, so Senator Garten and Representa- 
tive William D. Cruce of Eldorado Springs in- 
troduced the new measures. These would re- 
place the State Park Board with a bi-partisan 
commission. The Park Board consists of the 
Governor, Attorney General and Director of 
Conservation, only one of whom has much im- 
mediate interest in the parks. 

For years the plums of the concessionaire 
system have been falling largely because the 
Park Board could give only off-hand direction 
to the park system. It is time for change, and 
any Missourian who ever spent a day in one 
of the beautiful public parks will want the 
Legislature to order it.

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The Voice on Its Own? 


Connecticut's Senator Benton, who might well 
be called the father of the Voice of America, 
proposes that this agency be separated from the 
State Department. Pointing out that it now 
employs 13,000 persons, more than the com- 
bined full-time staffs of the Associated Press, 
the National Broadcasting Co. and Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer, he says that it is inconceivable 
that a single Assistant Secretary of State should 
be able to bring to it the direction it needs. 

Considering not only Senator Benton's ex- 
perience with the State Department informa- 
tion program but also the knowledge he gained 
previously as a partner in one of New York’s 
most successful advertising agencies, his coun- 
sel commands respect. 

The State Department apparently is ready to 
recruit a “strategy board” of experts to help in 
the management of the Voice. It may argue, 
as does James Burnham in his latest book, “The 
Coming Defeat of Communism,” that “propa- 
ganda can be significant and effective only as 
an integral part of policy,” and that since the 
Department makes the policy, it ought to make 
the propaganda, too. Both British and Russian 
practice, however, show that a separate agency 
can be quite effective in broadcasting policy- 
based information to the world. 

The rapid growth of the Voice of America 
has aroused congressional curiosity. Senator 
Wiley, Wisconsin Republican, has joined the 
Democratic Benton in asking for an investiga- 
tion. Such a probe need not and should not be 
hostile. But since the Voice is beamed almost 
exclusively at foreigners, an investigation could 
acquaint Americans in some detail with the 
extent of the agency’s work. 

An investigation also could go a long way 


toward showing whether the Voice had better 
be left in the State Department or whether it 
should function under its own management. 
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Who Lost the Ball?

Is it 
unlikely that sham would affect sportsmanship? 

Good entertainment requires good players. 
The story has been told over and over again 
of star athletes getting salaries and bonuses, 
convertibles and apartments, all.for the simon 
pure fun of it. The amateurism attached to 
major college sports has become a joke. We 
leave it to the colleges to wonder whether a 
man who is paid to win cannot conceivably 
be paid to lose. 


Under the circumstances it is rather re- 
markable that colleges and coaches have been 
able to keep basketball, one of the easiest 
games to “fix,” as clean as it has been. But 
now nobody is sure just how clean it is. The 
college officials, vociferously demanding reform, 
ought to be able to figure out where to begin. 
The campus is the place. 


Paying young mén openly for athletic work 
is one thing, but paying them to be hypocrites. 
and making the college a part and promoter of 
the hypocrisy, is something else. Then the 
fount of young ideals flows into a sewer of 
cynical disbelief. That is corruption, which the 
Communist press is tossing through the hoop. 

How do our institutions of higher learning, 
their regents, presidents, faculty and devoted 
alumni, make their reply? 
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Col. McCormick, Good Injun 


We note that Col. Robert R. McCormick, edi- 
tor and ‘publisher of the Chicago Tribune, will 
be adopted into the Chippewa Indian tribe at 
ceremonies in Ashland, Wis., on March 26.

We were also interested to learn that the 
Chippewa belong to an organization called the 
Midewiwin, or “Great Medicine Society,” which 
will undoubtedly now become the ‘World's 
Greatest Medicine Society.”

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Keonomy in the Post Office 

The Post Office faces a deficit of more than 
$500,000,000, and both President Truman and 
Postmaster General Donaldson have strongly 
urged increased rates for second, third and 
fourth class mailing matter. So it certainly 
makes sense for the Government to save every 
penny it can by transferring short-haul mail 
from trains to trucks—especially if mail by 
truck also means faster and better service. 


The change-over, which is expected to become 
effective in the St. Louis area in about two 
months, of course, will be a financial blow for 
the railroads. It is estimated that those in this 
area will lose about $850,000 a year at the 
existing rates. If the 95 per cent increase for 
which the. railroads have applied were to be 
granted by the I.C.C., the loss, naturally, would 
be much greater. 


But why should the Post Office pay as much 
as $3.20 a mile for a 20-mile rail shipment of 
mail when the same mail can be carried more 
expeditiously by truck for 25 or 30 cents a mile? 

The loss of the mail shipments may cause the 
railroads to abandon some short lines and some 
passenger trains. By way of example, H. Ed- 
mund Mack, the Missouri Pacific’s manager of 
mail and express traffic, estimates that as much 
as 45 per cent of the road’s income from pas- 
senger trains comes from mail and express. 

Perhaps this may force the railroads to re- 
examine their way of doing business. In the 
East especially, they have been all too prone 
to look to semi-subsidies and authorized rate 
increases whenever in a financial pinch. The 
fact that Western railroads offer superior serv- 
ice at lower fares suggests that wide-awake 
management can find realistic solutions of at 
least some of the railroads’ revenue troubles. 

In any event, there is no excuse for expect- 
ing the Post Office to come to the rescue by 
paying non-competitive rates. 
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Sword and Bible 


Senator Flanders has a point. The Vermont 
Republican suggests that the nation carry a 
sword in one hand and a Bible in the other, the 
sword being our rearmament program and the 
Bible being a standing offer to enter an across- 
the-board disarmament pact covering every 
: , sie bombs down to rifles. 

He would give a United Nations enforcement 
agency power to enter any factory in the world 
to make certain that the ban on armament pro- 
duction was being observed. 

We do not know whether Senator Flanders 
realizes it or not, but he has apparently proposed 
a substantial modification of the American posi- 
tion on atomic disarmament. It has always been 
our Government's position that international in- 
spection of atomic facilities would not be enough 
to enforce atomic disarmament. 

The American-sponsored plan in the U.N. 
called for outright ownership and management 
of all major atomic facilities. It was the Soviet 
Union which suggested U.N. inspection of na- 
tionally owned plants as an alternative, and 
nobody has ever found out whether Russia 
would actually be willing to make good on this. 

All the same, Senator Flanders has a point. 
He wants the sword of might to be balanced 
with the torch of right. He wants us to carry 
both.

With American armies fighting in Korea 
as representatives of the United Nations, 
with the United States aligned with West- 
ern European states in a military treaty 
against aggression by Communist Russia, 
and with American defense commitments 
extended to Greece and Turkey, perhaps 
to Yugoslavia and Iran, one section in 
Washington’s Farewell Address will be em- 
phasized on Feb. 22 by those who deplore 
the present trend in American foreign 
policy. 

This is the section in which the founder 
of his country warned his ‘Friends and 
Fellow Citizens” that 
“Europe has a set of 
primary interests 
which to us have 
none or a very re- 
mote relation,” and 
that “our true pol- 
icv” is to “steer 
clear of permanent 
alliances with any. 
portion of the for- 
eign world—so far, I 
mean, as we are now 
at liberty to do it.” 

The warning was 
directed against a 
particular situation 
as well as against a 
frame of mind. Indeed, it was condemned 
by -Washington’s political opponents of 
1796 as no creed of impartiality toward all 
foreign nations, but a plea to line up with 
one against another. 

The Washington Admistration had just 
had great difficulty in Betting the Senate 
to accept the Jay treaty with England. 
The treaty was widely considered a sur- 
render of legitimate American claims, with 
little in the way of compensation. Having 
now made concession to England, said the 
anti-Washingtonians, the President was 
simply trying to forestall any concessions 
to France and to perpetuate his anti- 
French policy. 

Americans had been almost one in hail- 


Washinaton 


ing the French Revolution at first. In its 
early stages it seemed to follow the pat- 
tern set in our own Revolution, just as the 
Declaration of the Rights of Man issued 
by the French National Assembly in 
August, 1789, obviously followed the Dec- 
laration of Independence of 1776. 


Washington accepted from Lafayette. as 
a “token of the victory gained by liberty,” 
the key of the Bastille, the royal prison in 
Paris stormed by the populace six weeks 
after Washington had been sworn in as 
President. John Marshall, hardly a radi- 
cal, wrote that in “no part of the globe 
was this (French) revolution hailed with 
more joy than in America.” 


But in three years the headlong course 
of the French Revolution had divided 
Americans sharply. Leadership in France 
passed from middle-class liberals to revo- 
lutionary extremists. Under fear of coun- 
ter-revolutionary intervention from out- 
side, the Reign of Terror was instituted. 

The new republic declared war on Aus- 
tria, Prussia, England, Spain. Its wars, 
proclaimed as defensive, soon became in- 
struments of aggression. And after Gen. 
Bonaparte, in command of the Paris troops 
of the National Convention, protected it in 
October 1795 by a “whiff of grapeshot.”’ he 
begun to ease the military into control. 


These developments, while completely 
antagonizing Washington and his support- 
ers, had failed as yet to dampen enthu- 
siasm for the French Revolution among 
Jefferson's followers. The Jeffersonians 
stigmatized the Federalists as “monarch- 
ists.” The Federalists denounced the Jef- 
fersonians as Jacobins, the 1796 equiva- 
lent of “Communists.” 


The Jeffersonians had organized a chain 
of “democratic” societies patterned after 
the French revolutionary political clubs. 
The alarmed Washingtonians saw in these 
clubs an engine for armed revolt. It was 
against this background of a nation torn 
asunder by foreign policy that Washington 


warned against “permanent alliances.” 


The Fable of the Lamb 


Simeon Stylites in The Christian Century 


Once upon a time—so runs a fable 
either retold or invented by Malcolm Cow- 
lev (it’s good either way)—there was an 
Armenian named Joe. He had the finest 
lamb in all Armenia, with the longest and 
softest fleece. 

The lamb was so famous that Joe's 
wicked neighbors decided to steal it. When 
he saw them coming, Joe took the lamb 
in his arms, ran into his cabin and barred 
the door. He began shooting at the rob- 
bers, first from the window on the east, 
then from the window on the west, then 
from the east again—but each time he 
crossed the room, he tripped and fell over 
the lamb. Finally he opened the door, 
kicked the lamb outside and went on 
fighting. 

There is a good story to remember in 
the United States in the year 1951. From 
where I sit it looks like an accurate pic- 
ture of a democracy in a war situation. 
For one of the aspects of becoming a gar- 
rison state is a swelling move to throw out 
of the door the very things that are to be 
defended as a priceless heritage. 

Our “American way of life” is threat- 
ened, we are endlessly told. Hence we 
must defend it by throwing away the 
things which make it most worth defend- 
ing—respect for individuals, freedom of 
speech and thought, and the continuing 
concern for our whole spiritual culture. 
That is the lamb that is kicked out of the 
door. 

Already there is coming into view the 
same old list of non-essentials. Every- 
thing that does not make arms or use arms 
is a “non-essential” —education, the arts, 
literature. . 

The pastor of St. John's-by-the-Gas- 
Station was telling me the other day in 
the co-op store, while he was buying one- 


eighth of a pound of hamburger. of an 
experience he had in the Second World 
War. The Government had published a 
list of “essential” occupations to which it 
would pay some deference. Eager to boost 
his sagging morale, he tried to find his 
classification listed. 

He tried “preacher,” ‘‘minister” and 
“pastor”; no luck: not listed. Then his 
heart leaped up as he beheld the words, 
“pulpit man.” “There I am!” he cried. 
“T am in an essential occupation—the 
Government says so!” 

But his inflation of spirit was soon punc- 
tured by a brutal friend, who explained 
that “pulpit man” was a technical term 
for a man who stood on a platform and 
did something mysterious in a blast fur- 
nace. So the pastor joined the non- 
essentials, a sadder and a wiser man. 

There are some who think that an es- 
sential in keeping a lighthouse is a strong 
glass protection to shield the light from 
the gale. There are some who think that 
an essential in a democracy in a time of 
war, actual or threatened, is keeping alive 
the lights which make a country worth de- 
fending. But probably they are suspicious 
characters, or, more probably, Russian 
spies.

kihics of the Power Age 


MAN THE MAKER, by R. J. Forbes. (Henry Schumann, 

New York, 355 pgs., $4.) 

The fourteenth volume of a series known 
as the Life and Science Library, this book 
is a critical study of man’s progress as a 
tool-using animal from paleolithic times 
up to and including the first three decades 
of the present century. The book is il- 
lustrated with many photographs and 
sketches, from models of early Egyptian 
spinning to modern methods of machine 
production. To the engineer and technolo- 
gist this is a fascinating study; the build- 
ing of the early aqueducts and canals, the 
making of glass and textiles, the construc- 
tion of roads by the Roman Empire, paper 
and printing, the early attempts to con- 
vert the power of the horse, water and 
wind into contrivances capable of reliev- 
ing man from labor previously accom- 
plished by the hands alone. 

The author pays tribute to Leonardo, 
known to most of us only as a great 
artist. He was even a greater architect, 
engineer and inventor. He seemed to be 
proficient in every field in which he tried 
his hand. 

Man’s conquest of nature, the author 
tells us, is the story of his discoveries and 
inventions rather than of his political 
achievements. The growth of his under- 
standing of nature has molded his actions. 
As his knowledge of what we now call 
applied science increased, he strengthened 
his control over nature. In the world of 
spirit, ideas and dogmas died and were 
reborn, but man’s conquest of nature con- 
tinued to increase. . 

Every discovery and invention added to 
his knowledge; so did every experiment 
and observation. Each experiment has fed 
our search for something better, some- 
thing different, until now we have reached 
the vast achievements of our modern ma- 
chine age. Rather we should call this the 
power age, as machines are merely de- 
vices for converting latent power into a 
convenient form useful to man. 

How does all this react on the social 
body? What are the implications, the so- 
cial significance? To most of us it is ap- 
parent that the present conquest of the 
material world has caused the spiritual 
world to fall behind. In general we have 
awakened to the danger of allowing our 
scientific and technical knowledge to out- 
strip our sociai and spiritual progress. It 
is the conclusion of the author that in 
order to build a new and better world, 
more harmonious forms of progress must 
be achieved.

The Scene Is Brooklyn 
WILL OF IRON, by Isidore Rosen. (Crown Publishers, 

284 pgs., $3.) 

Morbidity and sentimentality dominate 
Isidore Rosen's story of Ruth Vestmacher 
and her family. From first to last, the 
iron-willed Ruth presides over her bicker- 
ing family and manages, finally, to lift 
them from poverty to moderately comfort- 
able circumstances. But never once is this 
tale of struggle relieved by a glint of 
humor; nor once does it rise above the 
level of a tear-jerker. 

In addition to the indomitable Ruth, 
there is Leo, her husband, who probably 
would have been happier married to Essie 
(“You Can’t Take It With You”) Syca- 
more. Of Ruth’s two sons, one—Simon— 
is a ne’er-do-well, and the other, Irving, is 
a mental defective. Of Ruth’s two daugh- 
ters, one—Clara—is undistinguished in 
any way, and the other—Sarah—turns out 
to be a brilliant student and lawyer. Ex- 
cept for Sarah, the Vestmacher children 
are such a motley crew that they are cer- 
tain to mismanage and squander all that 
Ruth’s death at the close of the story 
places within their control. 

The scene is Brooklyn during’the 1920s. 
The people are Jewish, although the fact 
of their Jewishness contributes nothing to 
the story other than to flavor the dialogue 
with idioms influenced by Yiddish. Many 
of the details the author gives of the Vest- 
machers, of their neighbors, and of the 
people in the streets and trolley cars are 
details that are almost uniformly unattrac- 
tive or repulsive. Unfortunately, this em- 
phasis on the seamy side of things is not 
handled adeptly enough to give the illu- 
sion (at least) of being a fair representa- 
tion of Gaimgs that exist.

Insufficient for Defense. 


Why, it will be asked by many 
here and abroad, should we be- 
lieve that a small American army 
of this kind is of great military 
importance? How, it might be 
said, can any army small enough 
not to frighten Mr. Hoover too 
much be strong enough to im- 
press Stalin at all? For obvious 
reasons so small an army would 
not, as Gen. Marshall put it, “ap- 
pear to represent in pure fighting 
power a large contribution to the 
immediate defensive strength of 
Western Europe.” 

The key word, I believe, in 
Gen. Marshall’s remarks is the 
word “defensive.” As a defensive 
force, in Mr. Hoover's sense of a 
“dam” against the Red Army, 
these six divisions, or even dou- 
ble that number. would be fan- 
tastically insufficient. These six 
divisions make sense only if we 
look at the part they are meant 
to play in the grand strateev— 
not of defense but——of deterrence. 


Europe as a Hostage. 


Then they make big sense and 
are in fact of great importance 
to the security of the western 
world and in the prevention of a 
great war. The grand strategy of 
deterrence rests fundamentally, 
of course, upon making it the in- 
dubitable fact that the Soviet 
Union could not win a world war 
because its main adversary, the 
United States, could not be de- 
feated and would grow ever 
stronger as the war continued.

But the ietters were too 
personal and full of everyday trivia to counteract 
the vivid impression of the movies. “It’s a glamor- 
ous place,” she said.

Won't you please put the 
Q word coupon through your 
® Pronunciation Clinic? Are 
there two correct ways of pro- 
nouncing the word?—Mrs. V.A.£. 
A. All dictionaries list as first or 
only choice this pronunciation: 
KOO-pon. A few of the newer 
dictionaries list KEW-pon as 
second choice. It must be ad- 
mitted that KEW-pon, although 
considered erroneous, is wide- 
spread in all levels of American 
speech, I am not yet prepared to 
say that KEW-pon prevails over 
KOO-pon; but it is plain that we 
can no longer consider KEW-pon 
as an ignorant pronunciation. 


I shall continue to recommend . 


KOO-pon, however, as the better 
pronunciation, for the reason that 
there is no other word in English 
in which the syllable cou- ever has 
the sound of “kew” to rhyme with 
pew, few. 


Coupon and coupe are closely 
akin; both are derived from the 
verb couper, “to cut.” The coupe 
is so called because it resembles 
a vehicle cut in two. The word 
coupon also suggests a cutting, for 
its original French meaning was 
‘a remnant of a piece of cloth.” 
It now means that portion of a 
ticket, bond, advertisment, etc., 
intended to be cut or torn off and 
redeemed for something by its 
holder.

of playing laws and penalties 

in a game. Nevertheless, it 
is essential that there be recog- 
nized rules, else situations arise 
that leave the players genuinely 
puzzled as to how to proceed. 
Here, for example, is a rather 
complicated one: 


Mere people dislike the idea 


It is midway through the 
stock and the opponents have the 
better board and the biggest 
hands. So you want to go out 
as soon as possible, and on this 
turn you draw another seven. 
Your board shows that your side 
had previously completed a nat- 
ural canasta of eights—your only 
canasta—so you add the deuce 
to the three sevens, discard the 
ace, and meld out. 


As players sometimes will, the 
next player looked at the top 
card of the remaining stock to 
see what he would have drawn 
and discovered that it was an 
eight. He also happened to have 
an eight in his hand—so, unless 
the deck was cockeyed, there 
couldn’t be seven eights in your 
canasta. Sure enough, when it 
was opened up it contained only 
six eights and therefore wasn’t 
a canasta at all; that meant you 
were not entitled to go out. Or 
did it? Had the “canasta” been 


condoned when there was no Ob- |#.... 
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jection made at the time it was 
folded? Was it to be counted as 
a canasta? If not, what should 
be done? 


The laws permit condonement 
of an illegal meld, but there 
wasn‘t anything illegal about the 
meld of the six eights; it simply 
wasn’t a canasta. And without a 
canasta the play of melding out 
became illegal. That made the 
meld of 7-7-7-2 an illegal meld. 
You couldn’t meld all those cards 
because you would have had to 
keep at least one card in your 
hand. Ordinarily a card couldn't 
be withdrawn from an illegal 
meld. In fact, the laws demand- 
ed that at least one card be re- 
moved. So you could simply re- 
move the deuce, add it to the 
six eights and make that into a 
mixed canasta. That would le- 
galize the play of going out. 

Suppose you had not had the 
deuce, but had gone out by meld- 
ing three sevens and discarding 
the ace. The entire meld would 
have to be taken back, because 
you yould have to keep one card 
in your hand and, if you took 
back only one card, the remain- 
ing two sevens would not be a 
meld. Then play of the deal 
would be resumed. 


Question: When you play three- 
and four-pack Canasta, do you 
need more than seven of a kind 
or it to count as a canasta? 


Answer: No. Cut in Samba 
(three-pack), you need five natural 
cards instead of four.

Sé HE MAIN LINE COOK 

T BOOK”—that’s the title of 

a new volume that has re- 
cently come to my desk. Perhaps 
you don’t know that the Main 
Line is a suburban region served 

y the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
although the tracks go far West, 
the term is used by all good 
Philadelphians to cover not more 
than 20 to 30 miles of surround- 
ing country. 

My first fine food experiences 
occurred in that Quaker city and 
in the Main Line district ~where 
I was fortunate enough to have 
relatives. When I opened the 
book, I looked for those well- 
known specialties that demand 
oysters, crab, shad, tomatoes, 
broiled young turkey, game, kid- 
neys, smelt. They are all there 
and many others. It has been 
great fun reading the book and 
wishing that all of us could use 
the large amount of butter, eggs 
and eream that many of them de- 
mand. While the book is not defi- 
nitely planned as a text for enter- 
taining, the majority of the recipes 
and menus are certainly popular 
party fare. Appropriate wines and 
other recipes are suggested, and 
there is even a recipe for the fa- 
mous Fish House Punch, as served 
at the Schuykill Club since 1732. 

There are few comparatively in- 
expensive recipes including friz- 
zled beef, the directions for which 
are as they should be, with the 
beef cooked in butter without 
scalding in water previously. The 
Philadelphia specialties, scrapple, 
sausage and old-fashioned buck- 
wheat cakes are not neglected.

Frizzled Beef and Mushrooms.’ 
From “The Main Line Cook Book” 

One-fourth pound chipped beef, 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, two cups milk, 
warmed, one-fourth cup mush- 
rooms, sliced thinly, four slices 
toast, pepper. 

Melt butter in iron skillet, add 
mushrooms, saute about five min- 
utes. When sizzling, add beef torn 
in pieces; stir about until it be- 
gins to curl. Sift flour lightly 
over mixture, stirring and brown- 
ing slightly; add warmed milk 
slowly, stirring all together con- 
tinuously, until boiling point has 
been reached.

any other. 

Here in New York City some 
teachers finally decided that they 
could not carry on with extra- 
curricula activities without get- 
ting extra pay. One would not 
be concerned, perhaps, about this 
except that it actually means 
fewer safeguards for our children 
because the teachers are not plan- 
ning or supervising activities for 
out of school hours.

IT IS QUITE evident that you 
ca nnot ask the teachers to give 
their lives completely to their 
work no matter how interesting it 
is, nor how dedicated they are if 
their compensation is not ade- 
quate enough to make their per- 
sonal lives: fairly comfortable. 

We know that the return you 
receive for the work you do is 
still considered a measure of its 
importance in this country. The 
work of training children is cer- 
tainly one of the most vital voca- 
tions that onyoné can pursue. 

Yet we do not always give care- 
ful thought to the preparation and 
opportunities offered to our teach- 
ers both during their years of 
preparation and during their vo- 
cations while they are teaching. 
This should be a matter of inter- 
est to the public since one cannot 
go on giving unless one takes in 
something new and inspiring.

HAVE just crossed the ocean 
| on a four-motored flying 

kitchen, complete with flaps 
and chef. 

The plane is listed as the 
“Gouda,” one of KLM’s famed 
Flying Dutchman fleet, but it 
really is nothing but a combina- 
tion kitchen and dining room. 

KLM’s slogan is “Flying 
Comes Natural to the Dutch,” 
but cooking and serving food 
come just as natural. Each 
trans-Atlantic plane has a full- 
time chef and on the flight be- 
tween New York and Munich he 
keeps as busy as the motors.

AFTER I HAD eaten 13 or 14 
meals, as had everyone else 
aboard, I got to worrying about 
the weight we were putting on.

I gave my 
weight as 163 pounds when I 
boarded the plane, but by the 
time we reached Scotland I am 
sure I would have tipped the 
scales at close to 200 

Let me repeat that I am not 
exaggerating.

He said it was nothing out of 
the ordinary—that there were 
27 complete menus and, in his 
opinion, this wasn’t the best or 
the hardiest one. 

Before we landed at Prest- 
wick for gasoline the passen- 
gers were refueled _ several 
times. Honestly, I lost count of 
the meals but I know I was eat- 
ing all the time. 

And what do you think hap- 
pened at Prestwick? As we 
were more or less lifted off the 
plane we were handed cards en- 
titling us to go into the dining 
room and get a free meal. 

As we took off again and 
headed for Munich we got the 
big meal of the day, with every- 
thing from soup to nuts. 

I am going sightseeing in 
Munich today but my plans do

IT WOULD BE an excellent 
idea for every newspaper to re- 
publish its editorials on Russia 
during the period of 1944-47, in 
order that the readers might 
know today how sound their 
judgment was then. In almost 
every country, it was the in- 
tellectuals who led the masses 
astray. The common people, be- 
ing closer to the earth, are not 
so apt to be betrayed. The gen- 
erals of the Communist Army 
of China today were for the 
most part educated in the uni- 
versities of France, Germany, 
and in one instance the Work- 
ers School at Chaleroi. Only. 
one of them came up from 
banditry, and that was by acci- 
dent.

THE PRINCIPAL REASONS 
why the intellectuals betrayed 
are: 1. By surrendering a be- 
lief in truth, their lives lost 
unity. 


They were therefore 


compelled to seek it in a fore- 
ible organization of their lives, 
and such is Communism. 2. To 
the extent that the intellectuals 
were anti-moral and anti-relig- 
lous, they sought a system 
which would destroy both and 
therefore give them the illusion 
of being able to sin with im- 
punity and without remorse of 
conscience. This the material- 


ism and Godlessness of Com- 3 


munism supplied. 3. Commu- 
nism enabled intellectuals to 
appear before man as defenders 
of social justice without in any 
way obliging them to be in- 
dividually just. By righting 
everyone else, they dispensed 
themselves from the necessity 
of righteousness. 

‘It seems curious that Commu- 
hism should infiltrate through 
the intellectuals, the editors, 
and the professors, and yet be 
a mass movement of the work- 
ers. But the latter are the dupes 
of the former; they are the 
muscle men of the intellectuals. 
The hope is the common peo- 
ple, as it was in the days of 
Our Lord, Who sent out His 
Apostles to the highways and 
the byways. Our situation to- 
day is like that of an animal 
with an overdeveloped body and 
an underdeveloped mind. We 
have created material things, 
but we do not know how to con- 
trol them. 
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IF IT BE INQUIRED as to 
who will be the leaders if the 
intelligentsia are repudiated, 
the answer is, the spiritual- 
minded men. For two centu- 
ries the world has been trying 
to solve its problems, both 
under Capitalism and Commu- 
nism, on the basis of the ques- 
tion: “‘What do I possess?” But 
this problem of how to increase 
possessions will give way under 
spiritual leaders to the question: 
“What am I, and how can I] 
perfect myself?”

That 
is why the intelligentsia were 
needed — to mold by psycho-
